Press Release # 4 - Dxpedition to Conway Reef as 3D2C 


The 3D2C team is now making their way to Suva, Fiji to 
board their vessel for the 36 hour voyage to Conway Reef. 
The advance team is in Suva and has prepared, tested and 
loaded our equipment. We now have 19 operators from all 
over the globe to participate in this tent and generator opera- 
tion. 


We have updated our website with the following features: On 
-line log search, which will be updated as frequently as possi- 
ble, We also list the most recent spots/DX Cluster courtesy of 
dxwatch.com, 


The main goals of this DXpedition are to work every amateur 
radio operator who needs Conway Reef for anew DXCC 
country. In addition, we will be active on all bands from 1.8 
MHz to 144 MHz, including the SMHz and 50 MHz bands. 


We will be active on CW, SSB and RTTY. Special attention will be made to work far away stations such as 
Europe and Africa during those periods when propagation permits. The propagation window for EU and Af- 
rica is very brief at times and signals may be weak, so we ask everyone in the honored HAM SPIRIT to stand 
by when asked so that we may fulfill this need. Our destination will have a wide range of options and possi- 
bilities. 


We will use our Satellite phones to upload our logs on a daily basis to our on-line log. We will upload to 
LOTW approximately six months following the DXpedition.

Republic of Kosovo - On The Air! 


If you have not been following the banter regarding Kosovo you are missing out on a heated debate. It ap- 
pears that the Republic has assigned themselves a prefix and began licensing without formal ITU recogni- 
tion. As you already know this region is contested by Serbia and the Serbs do not consider international 
opinion as binding even if it is the IARU or ARRL :-)! That said the supervised independence has ended and 
Kosovo may well be on its way to becoming an independent state. Work First Worry Later! (WFWL) 


Sept 17 - Z60K - Launch of Amateur Radio in Pristina, Kosovo 
Z60K now listed on Club Log with the following message: 


Provisionally The Republic of Kosovo - pending news from ARRL. This DXCC is temporarily 
marked as a current DXCC entity in Club Log in order to allow the expedition log search features to 
function correctly. Approval for this operation will come from ARRL alone. 


On September 17th, shortly after 1700z, international and local ops started operating as Z60K 
from near Pristina, Kosovo on both 20 and 17m SSB. Operators included Emil/9A9A, Bob/MDOCCE, 
Martti/OH2BH and Pekka/OH2TA. Local TV recorded the moment live on air. QSL via G3TXF. 


IARU Announcement 
Monday, September 10, 2012 marked the end of supervised independence of the Republic of Kos- 
ovo, a European country with a population of 2 million, and the beginning of its status as a fully sov- 
ereign state. 


The ceremonies featured a keynote address by a former UN Envoy for Kosovo, President Martti 
Ahtisaari of Finland, an architect of the March 26, 2007 Comprehensive Proposal for the Kosovo 
Status Settlement which now came to its completion. In his speech at Monday's special session of 
the Kosovo Parliament, President Ahtisaari stated: “Five years ago | offered to the Secretary- 
General of the United Nations a blueprint for a sovereign, multi-ethnic democracy called Kosovo. To- 
day we celebrate the full and final adoption of the principles and structures of that blueprint into the 
institutions, the processes, and the legal framework of an independent, functioning state." Pursuant 
to the Settlement Proposal, an International Steering Group (ISG) - consisting of twenty-five coun- 
tries - was formed to oversee and guide the development of good governance, multi-ethnicity and 
rule of law in Kosovo. 


The ISG has now completed its duties, allowing Kosovo to continue with full sovereignty and the 
management of its own affairs as a member of the world community. This is now the overall state of 
affairs regarding of Kosovo's formal status, which enables the country to pursue its chosen course 
independently into the future. Kosovo is now an independent country, which must be honored as 
such. As of today, a total of 91 countries, including most of the industrialized world, such as USA, 
Japan, Germany, the United Kingdom and France along with the Benelux and Nordic countries, 
have recognized the Republic of Kosovo. These powers have endorsed the final settlement, the ful- 
fillment of which is now celebrated in Kosovo's capital Prishtina. 


An Amateur Radio working group headed by IARU Region 1 President Hans Blondeel 
Timmerman, PB2T and including IARU Region 1 Executive Committee Member Nikola Percin, 
9AS5W and Mission Goodwill Kosovo Coordinator Martti Laine, OH2BH together with their associates 
are in the final stages of assisting Kosovo’s Telecom Authorities in drafting regulations governing 
Amateur Radio in Kosovo, to bring the original Kosovar operators and their re-vitalized Amateur Ra- 
dio Association back to the international community.

The 
project is organized by the Azores-Finland Friendship Consortium in partnership with the Amateur Radio As- 
sociations of the Azores Islands and supported by the Azores Promotion Agency (ATA) and Azorean Airlines

Not many people know that the Azores consist of nine populated islands, stretching over a distance of 602 
km (305mi) from East to West, next to USA and Europe. And it is not widely known that the Azores have 
their own airline (SATA) flying to each island, in addition to many destinations in Europe and North America. 
Each island has its own characteristics and its own blend and alone qualifies for your visit there. While these 
islands count for a single DXCC entity, they offer three (3) IOTA groupings. 


With this unique AZORES 9 ISLANDS HUNT, an invited international group of amateur radio operators to- 
gether with resident Azores amateurs will be activating the nine islands, offering an opportunity to the world 
to contact these islands all at once over one weekend. 


Activity Weekend 
Saturday, September 29, 1200 UTC to September 30, 1200 UTC (24 hours). These stations will be active 


starting Friday, September 28 as soon as they become operational.

Two Hunt Awards 

Those making a QSO with at least 5 different islands will have a corresponding number of tickets placed 
into a lottery for a free trip to the Azores (e.g. if you have QSOs with 7 islands, you will get 7 lottery tickets). 
Additionally, the first 25 operators making QSOs with all 9 islands will be eligible for a second lottery. The 
free trips are from the closest airport served by SATA; including flight, accommodation and transfers.. 


During or immediately after the weekend, the logs will be posted on Club Log to display your band/mode 
slots. The lottery will be drawn on October 15, 2012.

It is very close to the 405 Freeway how- 
ever the entrance can be missed. The major landmark is the tower with the SteppIR antenna on top. 


The driving directions to WEMS, Inc are as follows: 
The address is: 4650 West Rosecrans Avenue, Hawthorne, CA. (South side of street) 


1. Coming South on the I-405 take the second Rosecrans (Rosecrans East) off ramp. At the bottom of the off ramp 
turn right and proceed to the next traffic light and turn right again on to Rosecrans Avenue. Go under the freeway and 
proceed East on Rosecrans past Inglewood Avenue. Go 1-1/2 blocks past Inglewood Avenue and make a right turn 
into the driveway between a one story building and a two story building with a tower and SteppIR antenna. Drive past 
the gate and park in any open parking space. We will be meeting in the one story building you just drove past. If you 
get to traffic light East of Inglewood avenue turn around and go back. Look for the antenna. 


2. Coming North on the I-405 take the first Rosecrans off ramp (Rosecrans East) and turn right at the bottom of the off 
ramp onto Rosecrans Avenue. Go 1-1/2 blocks past Inglewood Avenue

At the 
end of the very long off ramp turn left onto Hawthorne Blvd and proceed 
South to Rosecrans Avenue. Turn right on Rosecrans Avenue and pro- 
ceed West. Just past the first traffic light after your turn onto Rosecrans move into the 2-way left turn lane and turn in 
the driveway between the two story building with tower/antenna and the one story building. As you drive down Rose- 
crans you should be able to see the tower on the two story building. Drive past the gate and park in any open parking 
space. We will be meeting in the one story building you just drove past.
